The late Mr. R. Hamilton Stubber was a 
well-known figure on the principal Irish race- 
courses up to a couple of years ago, when fail- 
ing health compelled him to relinquish active 
participation in the sport. He, however, con- 
tinued to support the game, and his colt, 
Ossory, made such a favourable impression by 
the style in which he won a couple of races 
in the spring that many regarded him as a 
youngster of the highest class, but he tar- 
nished his reputation last week at Baldoyle. 
Mr. Stubber bred several useful horses, inciud- 
ing Irish Chief (by Earla Mor), who, after a 
brilliant season here as a two-year-old, was sub- 
sequently sold for a very large sum to Mr, J. B. 
Joel, but he proved a sad disappointment in 
England, and di d not redeem his early promise.

DAYLIGHT SAVING. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Mr, Young, writing in the same strain 
as other farmers in the South and West of 
Ireland, cannot see why we should assimilate 
our time to that of Western Europe. He com- 
lains that farm hours will begin in winter at 

55 a.m. I quite fail to see why it is so neces- 
sary to adhere to clock time in farming.

One would 
think from Mr. Young’s remarks on American 

ractice that the British Government would 

ave uniform time for the whole of the United 
States if they had control over there. I reck 
if the Yankees controlled these little isiantds 
they would have had uniform time for them 
long ago. 

Il wonder do the farmers of Eastern France 
complain at the other end of the scale? No 
doubt, if it were a novelty there, too, they 
would, but they, no doubt, act on the prin- 
ciple of the Sabbath being made for man, and 
not man for the Sabbath. 

One point Mr. Young does not specifically 
mention is the hardship that will be caused to 
dairies where there is an early milk train to be 
caught, but even there the remedy is obvious, 
The hours of trains are not immutable, and if 
“all farmers’ unions, county councils, and 
agricultural societies in Ireland” will take 
action, they can induce the railway cempanies 
to meet the needs of the farmers in this re- 

ect. Let the farmers of Ireland throw off 
‘ eir cloak of conservatism, and arrange the 
hours to suit the occupation, and not try to 
block a measure which will give city workers 
an extra twentf-five minutes of daylight, and 
will give an all round saving of light and fuel.—

GERMANS AND THE 
BARALONG AFFAIR,

(REUTER'S TELEGRAM.) 
AMSTERDAM, Mospar 

According to a Berlin telegram, a White Book 
on the Baralong has been presented to the 
Reichstag.. The White Book contains the fol- 
lowing official documents regarding the case— 
Viz. = 

(1) A memorandum by the German Govern- 
ment concerning the assassination of the crew of 
a German submarine by the commander of the 
British auxiliary cruiser Baralong, dated No- 
vember 28th, 1915, with annexea cne to five 
contsining witnesses’ evidence in English, with 
a German translation. 

(2) The reply of the British Government dated 
December 14th, 1915, with a German translation 

(3) The reply of the German Government 
dated January 10th, -1916. 

(4) The reply of the British Government dated 
February 25th, 1916, with a German translation. 

(5) The following are the concluding remarks 
by the German Government :— 

‘Replying on January 10th, 1916, to the state- 
ments of the British Government, concerning the 
German Note on the Baralong case, the Ger- 
man Government took the standpoint that, in 
view of the attitude of the British Government, 
it was. not possible for it to enter on any 
further discussion with the British Government 
concerning the case. At the same time, the 
German Government announced that it would 
now itself take reprisals. In its last reply, the 
British Government thinks it can pass lightly 
over the murder of the defenceleas crew of a 
German submarine by the commander and crew 
of the Baralong by simply referring to the un- 
reliable nature of the evidence of one of the 
witnesses, whose name it does not even mention. 
On the other hand, the three cases of atrocities 
alleged to have been committed by German 
naval forces, which the British Government 
brings up in connection with the Baralong case, 
are only based upon totally unsubstantiated 
assertions, no facts being produced. The Ger- 
man Government, on the ground of sworn evi- 
dence and official reports of witnesses examined 
in the matter, can only repudiate these asser- 
tions with indignation. But, as regerds the 
Baralong case, it must again most oes ame 
be pointed out that the British Government, 
spite of the material communicated to it, hes 
failed to institute an inquiry into the case. By 
so doing, the British Government admits that 
it cannot venture to bring the case before a 
tribunal of persons of equal rank with the 
acc Accordingly, the German Government 
thereupon announced that it felt compelled to 
take in hand itself the punishment of this un- 
expiated crime. Of course, the German Go- 
vernment declined to take reprisals for the act 
of the British sailors in the Baralong case by 
measures of the same nature—for instance, by 
shooting British prisoners of war. But German
